HE firſt Man that e '1N 5, Fox:

The only Blemiſh I know in 
this Book is (what, it may be, the 
Author will think its moſt comely Fea- 
. ture) the crowding ſo much of his 
other Learning into the Body of his 
Hiſtory ; which, inſtead of entertain- 
ing his Readers anſwerably to his good 
Deſign, is apt to diſtratt and amuſe 
- them. Where the Subject is dry and 
barren, . a few choice Flowers out of a 
_ Common-place-book, are very 
refreſhing; provided they are ſprink- 
led with a ſparing Hand, and a ſteady 
Judgment. But, where the Matter it 
ſelf 1s pleaſant and diverting, all thoſe 
Embelliſhments are nauſeous ; and 
even Tully and Tacitus themſelves are 
troubleſome.

Amongſt thels the moſt valu- 
able (at leaſt, that which we are now 
chiefly concern'd to enquire after) is 
faid to have been eatitPd-De Iluſtribus 
Britannie Scriptoribus; containing the 
Lives and CharaQters of moſt ot the 
eminent Writers . of this Kingdom. 
This Work is now in. the publick

F. Bale, John Bale Was a Suffolk-Man, fome- 


time Scholar in Jeſus College in Cam- 
bridge , and afterwards a Carmelite 
Friar in Norwich. He was'(as he (a) 
fays) converted from Popery. by the 
procurement of Thomas Lord Went- 
worth ; tho? (in truth) his wife Dorothy 
ſeems to have had as great Hand in 
that happy. Work. In the Year 1552. 
he was made (6) Biſhop of Offory in 
Ireland : But, returning from. Exile 
in Queen E/izabeth's Reign, he did 
not think it adviſable to go any more 
into that Kingdom ; contenting him- 
ſelf ' with a Prebend of Cazterbary, 
where he dy'd, A. D. 1563. His 
Summarium Illuſtrium Majoris Britannie * 
Scriptorum was firſt prelerited to Kyng
